John K. Murrell was a prominent mem 
ber of the House while his brother, E. BL 
Murrell, was speaker. He was @ Repubii- 
can, and represented the Fourteenth ward. 
He was not in the previous House, which 
passed the Central Traction bill, but was 
in the House elected in 1835. . 

Murrell was known as the “business 
agent’ of the House combine at the time 
when the Suburban bill was up for pas- 
sage. His dealings with “Legislative Agent” 
Philip Stock of the Suburban became the 
subject of a grandjury investigation last 
December and Murrell was indicted 7 Re 
bribery. — 

The indictment against Murrell charged 
that he had heid one key of a safe deposit 
box in which Stock had deposited $75,000 for 
distribution among the members of the 
House. An injunction kept the House from 
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the combine. 

“Shortly before the Suburban bill the combine sold their votes on the 
lighting bills for $47,500. 

“This money was handled by Kelly, and was paid to the members of 
the combine at a meeting arranged for that purpose at Julius Lehmann’s 
house. Each member of the combine received $2500. 

“I was present and saw that money paid to the various parties. 
These are only two instances, but there are others, evidence of which is 
in the possession of the circuit attorney. 

“These two instances show, however, what has been going on in 
the Municipal Assembly. 

“We did not look upon what we did as a serious crime, as it had gone 
on so long without interruption that it was not regarded by those who 
participated in it as morally wrong. Until the present circuit attorney 
took office no sincere effort, apparently, was ever made to punish what 
was being done as a crime. 

“T have lived in St. Louis all my life and have many friends here. I 
have been honest heretofore in all matters, and have done no man a 
wrong, and thought I would not take a dollar from any person unlawful- 
ly, but the practice of the combine in the Assembly taking bribes was so

CHARLES A. GUTKE 


Charlies A. Gutke, Republican, of the 
Tenth ward, was a leading member of the 
Murrell forces during his second term in 
the House. During his Orst term he was 
a leading supporter of the Central Traction 
bill. He was a close friend of Councilman 
Charles Kratz, and the two, together with 
Henry Besch, at one time formed a trium- 
virate which was considered unbeatable in 
the Tenth. Later Besch fell out with 
Gutke and Kratz, and contributed to the 
defeat of both for renomination in 1901. 

Gutke is in the contracting business and 
lives at 34065 Osage street. He was promi- 
nently mentioned in connection with the 
lighting scandal. 


JULIUS LEHMANN 


Julius Lermann of the Nineteenth Ward 
enjoyed a long career in the House. He 
was first elected in 1887, and served in six 
terms of the House between that time and 
his retirement in 191. His activity in pro- 
moting a public improvement desired by 
North 8t. Louls residents gave him the 
distinction of being the man who “put der 
lights on der water tower."’ 

Lehmann was speaker of the House of 
1887-98 which passed the Central Traction 
bill, end is vote and influence went to 
that measure. Later he retired from the 
chair. and Hiram Lioyd, one of the few 
members who did not vote for the Central 
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and Lehmann 


Traction bill, was made speaker. 
Lehmann carried on a picturesque cam- 
paign for renomination In 19/1, but was de- 
feated by Sam Stannard. In the following 
fall came the investigation of his connec- 
tion with the Suburban scandal. He testi- 
fied before the grandjury that he knew 
nothing of the safe deposit box and the 
money placed therein by Stuck to buy votes 
in the House Paul Reiss testitied that 
Subjects long before the sgrandjury 
for perjury. 

He was convicted and sentencei to serve 
two years in the penitentiary. The case 
was appealed to the State Supreme Court, 
is at liberty pending the 
court’s decision.

John Helms of the Eighteenth ward, a 
Republican, was the physical giant. of the 
last House. He etuck to the combine 
throughout his term. He was in the pre- 
vious House, and voted for the Central 
Traction bill. He failed of re-election in 
1991. He is a tailor and lives at 1102 Mont- 
gomery street. 


JERE J. HANNIGAN 


who represented the 
the House of 1899-1900, 
and who was elected to the present House, 
is a horseshoer and lives at 3614 Garfield 
avenue. He is a Democrat, and was for- 
merly a close friend of Kelly, whose ward 
adjoins his. 

Hannigan was a member of the Murrell 
combine, and in the present House was in 
the Cronin combine.

He was indicted for perjury in connection 
with the Suburban case, and was convicted 
last July on evidence entirely similar to 
that against Julius Lehmann. He was 
sentenced to two years in the penitentiary, 
and is now out on an appeal to the supreme 
court. 

Faulkner is now in the House minority, 
but voted with the majority to decline the 
resignation of Paul Reiss, whose testimony 
had convicted him. He was a supporter 
of Kelly, and is still in sympathy with the 
deposed chief of the House. 

He is in the contracting business and 
lives at 800 South Spring averue.

Edward E. Murrell was first elected to 
the House of Delegates from the old Twen- 
ty-first ward in 1897, and was a member 
of the House which passed the Central 
Traction bill. In 1899 he was elected from 
the Thirteenth ward. He was re-elected 
in 1901, and is a member of the present 
House, voting with 
Fontana combine in spite of a 
antipathy for its leaders, especially Cro- 
nin. 

When the House was organized in May, 
1899, Murrell was a candidate for speaker. 
He was defeated by William M. Tamblyn. 
Two months later Tamblyn was unseated 
and Murrell was made speaker, and re- 
mained in this position through the re- 
mainder of the term, until the inaugura- 
tion of the Wells administration in 1901. 

It was during Murrell's speakership that 
the Suburban franchise bill was placed be- 
fore the House, and the incidents occurred 
which have resulted in the conviction of 
two members of thé House on the charge 
of perjury, and in the flight of another 
under the charge of bribery.

' That Developed Into a “Tip”—Of a Search That 
Began With a Clew, Ran Into a Cold Trail, 
Was Rescued by a Man Witha Memory, 
Led to the Slough of Discouragement, 
But Ultimately to Success. 


The Post-Dispatch man sent to Mexico to find and return J. K. Murrell to St. Louis tells here the story of his 
search, his discouragements and his success. The letter to which he refers—which he finally wrote to Murrell! 
while both were in the same hotel in the City of Mexico, and which was a summing up of all the arguments that he 
had made to the fugitive—was given to Circuit Attorney Folk by Murrell as the cause for his (Murrell’s) return. 


When Charlies Kratz and J. K. Murrell 
Gisappeared last spring, the high colored 
and swaggerisvh citizens who illustrate the 
fine possibilities of slang in the House of 
Delegates began to resume their old air 
of gaiety and carelessgess of expense. For 
several weeks prior thereto they had been 
in a state which the liverymen who do 
abound in that legislative hail would de- 
scribe as “off their feed;"’ and their voice, 
when heard in public places, was kw and 
meek. Kratz and Murrell were in the 
tolls, and demanded sympathy. Of course, 
“de gang’ accorded the sympathy all 
right, but this alone was not an adequate 
explanation for the blue funk which took 
possession of the unindicted. Naturally, 
they would regard it as real sad if Kratz 
and Murroll, or either of them, were con- 
victed and sent to Jefferson City, or died 
in jail at the prospect. But that misfor- 
tune could be borne and even outlived, 
by the mourners, if that were all. As has 
been recently and illustriously reiterated 
in the dispatches, there are things far 
worse than death, and this interesting crew 
all realized the truth of this mysterious 
utterance, as they contemplated the awful 
possibility of Kratz or Murrell electing to 
remain on earth and to indulge in legisla- 
tive reminiscences for what the disclo- 
sures might be worth. As an unconscious 
humorist among them put it one evening, 
“There wasn’t any telling when cither one 
of them guys might yawp, and then a 
whole lot of slo;py weather would be- 
gin.” 

It is safe to say that ovr municipal rep- 
resentatives did more real svlid thinking 
over the possibilities that lay in Kratz and 
Murrell than they ever did over the most 
complicated bit of legislation submitted to 
their keen analysis and decision. The 
strain was great and ways and means was 
the topic of the hour in their many secret 
eonferences. Relief came when an angelic 
friendly interest made it possible for Kratz 
and Murrell to jump their bonds without 
any serious financial loss to either, and the 
suffering statesinen began to breathe 
easier. But it was not until news came 
from Mexico that the heart-breaking cap- 
ture of Kratz had Been followed by an of- 
ficial decree of his immunity against ex- 
tradition, that the palpitating crew became 
real gay again and called for more fran- 
chise bili#e. Their past anxiety soon be- 
Came a ‘vague memory, and the world 
Waggei a trifie more pleasantly for the 
late flavor of excitement and adventure. 
Kratz and Murrell safely exiled and every- 
body else out of jail, they felt sporty 
enough to deride and merrily laugh at any- 
one who prated of law and order or of 
grandjury investigations. Morcover, they 
began to scout and even punish such of 
their fellow logislators as were not in their 
combine. Then we saw the street rail- 
way regulations bill, which they 
had ‘po ostentatiously supported 
until it took sufficient shape to be worth 
something on the market, after which they 
deliberately killed it and humorously arked 
the indignant public what it was going to 
do about it. 

ONE END OF THE TRAIL 

Things had come to this pass for weeks 
—or, to be exact, 24 days ago—when a 
Post-Dispatch man was furnished a very 
Useful suggestion by a City Hall man, who

PREPARING FOR THE SEARCH. 

Chihuahua is close to the United States, 
but you would never think it. It is as dis- 
tinctively foreign as though half the world 
Excepting 
for a very limited American element, it is 
thoroughly Mexican in its language, its 
customs and its buildings. The average 
Mexican has no knowledge of the English 
language, and wants none. This is not true 
of the upper or educated classes, but, on 
the mission here being recorded, the upper 
classes were not iikely sources of informa- 
tion. To find a native, therefore, who 
could be communicated with, and whose 
loca! knowledge cculd be made available, 
was harder than to find Murrell. 

Two hours later the Post-Dispatch man 
found Mr. Folk, who, it being Saturday, 
was down town. The question was prompt- 
ly put: 

“Mr Folk, if we could succeed in in- 
ducing Kratz or Murrell to return to this 
jurisdiction, to surrender, and to make a 
full statement of their knowledge concern- 
ing the cases you have under prosecution, 
what would be the attitude of the state 
towards them?’’ 

Mr. Folk looked quizzical, smiled, and 
finally asked: “Is this a speculative ques- 
tion? Or does it relate to some suvstantial 
prospect?’’ 

“Well, to a prospect, or rather to a strong 
hope.”’ 

The circuit attorney shook his head du- 
biously. “It makes no difference, after all,”’ 
said he, “as I will have to answer you the 
saroe as I have answered others in these 
bribery cases. If either one cf these men 
will.come to me and proffer what I regard 
to be honest and effective testimony bear- 
ing on the cases I have in hand, I will be 
giad to put him on the stand and use the 
testimony. As to my subsequent treatment 
of him, I can and will give no assurance 
whatsoever. His case will be in my hands, 
and he must trust) me to do what is fair 
to the state and tc him. That is the most 
I can say, and it must not be interpreted 
as meaning more than the words con- 
vey.” 

“But where a man is beyond American 
jurisdiction and free, that would te a 
mighty light inducement to offer."’ 

“I appeociate that fully ,and I recognize 
that it would have to be reinforced by 
some pretty strong arguments of some 
other nature, in order to bring a fugitive 
from beyond the danger line into our court. 
This. is not a new problem. The state is 
confronted with it in meny forms and 
constantly. There are many occasions 
wherein, if I had’ the right to contract 
for what is known as ‘state’s evidence,’ I 
could make convictions easy. But the law 
is clear on that point, and it would be 
not only wrong but absurd te make an ar- 
rangement of this nature, when a single 
question from the defense would render 
the most positive evidence nugatory. I 
spoke very positively juet now, because I 
did not want you to go into any plan the 
success of which was dependent on this 
substantial hope. I will be glad to have the 


Post- Dispatch or anyone else produce 
either of these late departed citizens, but 
my powors to aid in that behalf are very 
sharply defined by law.”’ 

“Well, then, have you any knowledge 
of the whereabouts of either of the fu- 
gitives, that we might cummunicate with 
them ?’’ 

“No accurate knowledge. I have heard 
occasional rumors as to the whereabouts 
of Kratz since he was released at Guadala- 
jara, but have not paid much attention to 
them, since he is exempt from our process. 
I have heard quite reliably, too, that Mur- 
rell is, or was, in Chihuahua City, but 
would not undertake to say now.”’ 


THE START. 
Chihuahua was 
miles beyond the Mexican tiine. Mr. 
Murrell was sick and (friendless, ex- 
cepting such friends as the free use of 
money might ettract, and even these are 
poor comfort for a sick and homesick man. 
Mr. Murrell was an exile, with probably 
growing bitterness toward those whé had 
escaped indictment, who had induced him 
to leave home and country and who were 
now in peace and luxury, secure in the fee}. 
ing that he was barred against returning 
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to demand that they take a share of the 
punishment, as they had their share in 
the emoluments. Mr. Murrell could, if he 
would, do the state great service, and this 
seemed to be a time when he would be 
most likely to listen to argument in that 
behalf. The Post-Dispatch, moreover, 
would accomplish a great public good if it 
could bring about a consummation so de- 
voutly to be wished. Surely the project 
seemed worth endeavor. 

And so it was that the M. K. & T. train 
on that me Saturday night carried 
toward Mexico a Post-Dispatch man with 
an extradition idea on which he was not 
offering odds.

A review of the comers and goers at 
the several hotels failed to discover any- 
one answering Mr. Murre!l’s description; 
and as each inspection failed, the prospect 
for success of the undertaking grew more 
pale. By Aug. 22 the “process of ex- 
haustion’’ had established these facts: 
That Mr. Murrell was not at any hotel, 
unless absolutely confined to his room: that 
there are few, if any, boarding houses in 
Chihuahua in which he might be located, 
as Mexicans of the middle or upper class 
are not given to taking private boarders; 
that he was not being treated, if affiicted, 
by any American doctor in Chihuabua, and 
he would almost certainly, if a victim of 
such a painful disease as rheumatism, call 
an American doctor to whom he could tell 
his eulffering and from whom he could get 
some gleam of comfort beside that depend- 
ent on medicine; that he was not located 
at the Santa Rosalia hot springs, in Chi- 
huanua, to which place he would prob- 
ably have gone for relief en case he was 
making Chihuahua his headquarters, since 
Santa Rosalia is only a short run from 
Chihuahua. 


FIRST CLUE. 

In other words, there was nothing left 
but to begin a campaign of discreet in- 
quiry among the Americans, with the risk 
of flushing the game. Fortune certainly 
favored a good cause; for the first man 
selected as a possible source for useful in- 
formation and a probable ally in the sup- 
port of a lawful purpose proved to be the 
right one, ’ 

“I know your man,"

said he, after listen- 
ing without interruption to the careful- 
ly framed and guarded inquiry. ‘And I 
guess I know in a general way what he's 
wanted for. He was here for severa! weeks. 
He came here in April I think, and he 
came by the Mexican Central train from 
the North.”’ 

“Where did he stop—at the Robinson 
House?’ The Robinson House is the Amer- 
ican headquarters of the city. 

“No, he went to the Paris House, or 
the Hotel Francaise. I guess his reason 
for that was that he was tess likely to 
meet people who could identify him among 
the patrons of the French headquarters 
than at the other hotel, 
are constantly coming and _ going. But 
there was another side to,that question, it 
seems to me. If he had gone to the 


American heaiquerters, he would not have | 


been the object of local curiosity or sus- 
picion.. Nobody would have speculated on 
what his business was. But he was so un- 
mistakeably an American that when he 
was seen day by day at a hotel where his 
people never stop he naturally became the 
subje:t of gossip and cumment.” 

“What was his name?’ 

“Brown. I never knew his initials. 
there’s no doubt about bis identity. 
the man your description was made from.” 

“What impression did he make?” 

“A very good one. He used to sit in 
the billiard room there in the afternoon 
and look on while some of our American

crowd played bil‘tards, but he never took | 


part in the games. He commented occa- 


sionally, seemed of a very pleasant dispo- | 


sition, and, while he drank occasionally on 
invitation from the gentlemen in the game, 
he always called for a round in his turn, 
althuugh not playing.”’ 

“pid he have any close associates?” 

“T think not. I never saw him in any 
close friendly relations with anybody save 
one man who is now in Arizona. Even in 
that case, I think the relation was not 
very confidential. I think it rather grew 
out of the yearning for a little touch: of 
friendship which every man feels when he’s 
far away from home—especially if he’s in 
trouble.’ 

“You remarked that you 
could guess what he's wanted for. 
to hear your guess.”’ 

“Why, it’s eimple enough. After he had 
been here awhile you folks in St. Louis 
had all that rum@ys about trying to get 
aman (Kratz) extradited from Guadala- 
jara. The papers printed a good deal about 
the matter ,and they mentioned thut the 
Guadalajara prisoner had an associate 
somewhere in Mexico, who had run away 
from St. Louis at the same time. Of 
course, the case had considerable interest 
for us Americans, and we very soon agreed 
that the other fugitive was right here 
among us. Once we got the idea, it did not 
take long, by putting tnis and that to- 
gether from the papers, to make it an ab- 
Solutely sure case. Brown fitted into the 
case perfectly, juet as he fits your descrip- 
tion. There is not even a chance that we 
were mistaken.”’ 

“Did he have rheumatism?’ 

“No, nor show any other signs of sick- 
ness. He seemod in perfect health, but was 
reticent and very correct in his conduct.” 

“And he’s here now?” . 

“Oh, no! The trail is cold, in fact. He 
left here about the end of May. Went

That 
afternoon a telegram from St. Louis 
brought the information that Mrs: Murrell 
had started early in August for some 
point in Mexico to care for her husband. 
This made the search easier, since a sick 
man who was traveling alone and was then 
joined by his wife would be much easier to 
locate than if he continued solus. The 
next morning the intelligent gentleman 
above quoted gave it as his opinicn that 
Mexico City was probably the correct lo- 
cation. Moreover, he had reason to be- 
lieve that, if in Mexico City, Mr. Brown 
would probably be stopping at the Hotel 
Jardin (CHardeen). 

IN MEXICO CITY 

On Sunday, Aug. 24, the search began in 
Mexico City. 

The register at Hotel Jardin showed that 
on May 31 a party arrived there composed 
of the following: J. E. Wilson, Texas; G. 
W. Brown, Missourt; J. F. Burke, Texas; 
D. S: iMller, San Antonio. The hotel man- 
agement, while courteously answering 
questions as to dates of going and coming 
of their guests, seemed to gag a little at 
anything in the nature of an “inquisition. 
The impression conveyed was, that it was 
their business to cater to tourists, but they 
preferred to not assume any of the func- 
tions of an information bureau. This, while 
entirely peoper, added considerably to the 
difficulty of the work in hand. But by noon 
of Monday it seemed probable that G. W. 
Brown was the tourist with whom an in- 
terview was desirable. He had arrived 
with three men some of whom, if not all 
of whom, were San Antonio detectives. He 
had registered as from ‘‘Missouri,"” indicat- 
ing an unwillingness to be too specific as 
to home address. He had worn a hand- 
some mustache on arrival, but had it 
shaved off, and, with the San Antonio 
party, spent several days in having a “‘good 
time,’ after which the officers went back 
North. Another guest at. the hotel had 
greeted Brown cordially on his arrival and 
they spent much time together. After sev- 
eral weeks of sight-seeing, Brown secmed 
to be getting short of funds and one day 
in early August he packed his grip and 
left. The notel management could not 
give -his preseat address, nor did they know 
whether he would return, although his 
friend, who was still in the city, had re- 
ported only a few days ago that he had 
heard from Brown and that he was in good 
spirits and at work. 

So much for Brown. He had left Chi- 
huahua at the end of May, and his name 
appearing so soo nafter on the Hotel Jar- 
din register indicated that he had gone di- 
rect to Mexico City. But he was gone—gone 
for weeks—and the search was growing 
wearisome. He had shaved off his mus 
tache, which would inarease the difficulty 
of identification and there was no story 
about his being joined by his wife, which 
would have helped some. But the register 
did show that on the first week in Au- 
gust a Mrs. W. Brown, traveling alone, 
from California, had arrived and had de- 
parted soon after. Possibfty this was the 
lady. If so, she had gone on to join her 
husband, who had left seme time before 
her arrival and who had doubtless been 
afflicted with rheumatism meanwhile. 

The only fact that puzzled was that the 
description of Brown did not seem to fit 
perfectly that of the man who was at Chi- 
huahua. He was not quite as tall, and 
was very square and stout in body, which 
the Chihuahua traveler was not. Yet these 
diiference smight be accounted for by the 
differences of impressions which any man 
makes on two pecple who meet him casual- 
ly and endeavor to describe him. 

Since Brown had gone there was only 
one thing ieft inviting interest and that 
was the identity of his chummy acquaint- 
ance, with whom he spent so much time 
after the Texans lIeft and who had so re- 
cently announced the receipt of a letter 
from Brown. Possibly some information 
would be obtainable in that quarter. It 
was natural to wonder whether this new 
figure might not be Kratz.

Adams and wife,’ and ine register of ar- 
rivals showed that H. Adams arrived there 
on May 2% from St. Louis, while Mrs. H.

MURRELL FOUND. 

The Hotel Jardin is a quaint caravansary, 
converted from an ald monastery. its 
rooms are very commodious, ang form in 
two stories a line of nearly 20 yards along 
two sides of a great court, in which forest 
| trees and tropical plants grow luxuriously— 
hence the “Garden Hotel.’” A long, coy- 
ered porch or gallery extends the entire 
distance in front of the rooms and from 
the garden.the guests are all visible as 
they move along these galleries. Only a 
few moments efter the register awakened 
such lively inierest in H. Adama and wife, 
‘the couple came alung the gallery, and 
| moved on out to the public street. Mr. 
| Adams was evidently a sick man and ex- 
'perienced pain in walking. His wife, a 
| little lady in gray, wore such a color spot 
on her cheeks and such a (leverish brig ht- 
ness in her eyes as come from anxiety and 
apprehension. A mere glance waa enough 
to establish the conviction that he was 
Mr. J. K. Murrell of S8t. Louis and Mr. 
Brown of Chihvahua, although Mr. H. 
Adams of Mexico City. 

He was somewhat haggard, but sickness, 
pain and worry easily accounted for that 
Hie !ooked 5 feet 10, while the description 
called for a shorter man, but this could 
be accounted for by his loss of weight. He 
had only a short mustache, but, as subse- 
quently developed, the lung one was shaven 
smoothly off immediately after his arriva) 
in Mexico City from Chihuahua (he and 
Mr. Hrown following the same course in 
that respect), but there was no mistaking 
the long face, the long, straight nose, the 
scamt brown hair, and the air of weariness 
and unrest. The couple were wort to 
remain in their room, tree from public 
gaze, except for a long brief walk three 
times a day in the busy street. An hour 
later a note found them in their room. It 
announced that the writer, who was from 
St. Louts, would like to have a few mo- 
ments’ talk on &@ matter of mutual inter. 
est, and of importance, and that his mis- 
sion was not an unfriendly one. Mr. Mur- 
Tell sent back word that they would see 
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dressed by any name, and made no ack- 
nowledgement, in terms, of their identity. 
Tt was merely taken for granted and the 
discussion groceeded on that assumption. 
THE ARGUMENT. 

Mr. Murrell was very quiet, watchful 
and brief of speech. The burden of the 
talking was on.the visitor, who stated 
that, whila he would not pretend that he 
had come that far out of solicitude for the 
fugitive’s interests, he felt confident that, 
on a fair hearing, he could show that the 
best course for Mr. Murrell was coincident 
with the best interests of the state of Mis- 
sourl, which the Post-Dispatch was en- 
deavoring to serve. He was not there in 
& police capacity, or backed by any color 
of Official authority. Talking together, 
they were talking as twv citizens of Mis- 
sourl. If the discussion failed of its ob- 
ject, that would be the end, and there 
would be no attempt at harassment or in- 
timidation or other form of persecution :o 
secure a result that friendly argument had 
failed to secure. He felt certain that Mr. 
Murrell could, if he were so inclined, fur- 
nish the state of Missouri with testimony 
of immense value—testimony which the 
public interests of the city of St. Louis 
stood in sore need of. He pbelleved that if 
Mr. Murrell would come back to St. Louis 
and do this, it would atone in a very great 
measure that part of his public career 
which had led to his self-banishment, 
would give him a new start in life, and 
would restore him to home and friends for 
which he could find no substitute in the 
life of an exile. In remaining in Mexico 
he was ostensibly a free man, safe from 
the court processes of tho state In which 
his entire iife had been spent, but he must 
evel .now realize that such freedom was 
only in name. Sick, weary, without cceu- 
pation, without friends or even genial sur- 
roundings, he was protecting by his exile 
a body of me nwho never were anything 
but a curse to him, whose professed friend- 
ship fluctuated with the amount of his 
service to them in their schemes, and he 
was sacrificing at the same time his inno- 
cent home folks, to whom his loyaity was 
first due. 

These considerations were presented—not 
in the above form, of course, but sub- 
stantially, and the appeal was elaborated. 

Mr. Murrell desired to know whether his 
visitor represented Mr. Folk. He was in- 
formed that, unfortunately, the apreal 
could not be reinforced by anything from 
Mr. Folk; that Mr. Folk had been con- 
sulted, but'had declared his inability to of- 
fer any inducement toward the end sought 
to be achieved. 

“I don't understand,” said Mr. Murrell, 
“how the Post-Dispatch comes to take this 
course in my interest. It gave us the hot- 
test roasta, of all the papers in town.”’ 

This was conceded, but it was explained 
that the present effort was not at all in- 
consistent with that fact, since the main 
purpose was to procure evidence that would 
conserve the public welfare. If in doing 
this it put the man who furnished the evi- 
dence in a.better light before the commu- 
nity, well and good. 

“There is one thing I would like to have 
you tell me,”’ said Mr. Murrell, after a brief 
silence: “I'd like to know who told you 
where to find us.’’ 

“That's tco hard a question, Mr. Mur- 
rell. It is not necessarily a case of betray- 
al on the part of any of your friends. You 
had to tell somebody where you were, and 
it might have kaked out unintentionally.”’ 

“I never told a living soul,’ exclaimed 
the wife vehemently. ‘I told nobody. You 
might as well let us know who gave you 
our address. You've told us everything 
else !’’ 

ALMOST PERSUADED. 

Regretting that this requast could not be 
complied with, the visitor endeavored to 
secure a discussion and decision on the 
main proposition. It was urged that, if 
Mr. Murrell would return and testify with- 
out reservation or misrepresentation con- 
cerning the bribery offenses under investi- 
gation, the service would be so great as to 
entitle him to leniency in the minds of 
everybody. Inasmuch as he was now in a 
country whence he could not be extra- 
dited, his act of surrender would be volun- 
tary, and would increase the measure of 
his well-doing, as it could not be said he 
acted urder intimidation or durees. The 
prosecution had been up to the present 
time without any evidence from the inside 
of the cumbine, and this would clothe his 
service with all the greater importance. 
He would never be able to get in advance 
@ guarantee of immunity, because such a 
guaranty would defeat the very end aimed 
at. since it would invalidate any testimony 
he might give. He had nothing to do but 
to do right, and when he had done so he 
could rel yon the sense of justice of the 
peuple of St. Louls and of the state to In- 
sure him fair treatment. To refuse this 


was to choose the fate of an efflicted wan- 
derer, without a country and with no pos- 
sibility of building up again a home and 
home circle, such as he was deliberately 
forsaking and sacrificing.

ENFORCE THE GARBAGE CONTRACT. 


It appears from Dr. Chapman's statement, in Saturday’s Post- 
Digpatch, that the absence of “legal receptacles’’ is the chief 
obstacle in the way of the enforcement of the garbage contract 
by the health department. Mr. Francis says, as quoted by 
Dr. Chapman: 

“The present contractor does not collect garbage throughout 
the city every day. But suppose we force him to do so. He 
might, in return, refuse to collect garbage from any but legal 
receptacies. Then the majority of the garbage would go un- 
collected."’ j 

The legal receptacie is a portable, water-tight vessel, holding 
‘between five and fifteen gallons, with a proper cover. And a great 
many howseholéers have no such receptacle. 

But they can get them. Any tinsmith can make such re- 
Ceptacies. There is no patent, nor is any special skill. required. 

While it might be a slight hardship for householders and ten- 
ants of small means to buy such receptacies, thelr use would 
be @ great improvement over the present boxes. pails and other 
open and heterogeneous receptacies. With closed receptacles, ear- 
bage would cease to be so great an offense to passersby as it has 
been. The legal receptacle would be of benefit to the community. 
It would be neat ard cleanly. 

But the fact that a closed, water-tight receptacle is commanded 
by law should be sufficient to compel its use, if we are to ex- 
pect the garbage contractor to obey the law on his part. Obedl- 
ence to the law must be impartial—by thé contractor and by 
the public. 

Enforce the garhare contract, if this will compel the use of legal 
receptacies. A World's Fair city that has set out to be ciean 
cannot permit itself to be blocked by the form of a garbage 


receptacle.

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THE FALLACY DISCLOSED.

TAILORING WITH THE CAMERA. 


A new method of measuring for tailors 
has been patented in Paris. The person to 
be measured is placed before the camera 
and between them is introduced a network 
that is photographed at the same time and 
serves as a standard. Certain artifices are 
necessary to obtain a complete result; thus, 
certain hidden parts like the armpits, etc., 
must be indicated by objects visible from 
without and, finally, several views must 
be taken from various standpoints. The 
subject is also fitted with a sort of harness 
which indicates points of comparison. 
These points may, however, be marked di- 
rectly on the person instead. The relative 
positions of the camera, the network and 
the subject are carefully adjusted so that 
the subject appears always on the same 
scale and then the photograplH is taken 
from the various necessary standpoints.

LESSON NO. 2. 


HOW TO STAND. 
By Edward A. Grath. 


At first consideration, the question of 
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how to stand prior to delivering the ball 
does not appear a formidable one, yet it 
plays a considerable part in the bowling 
of the uninitiated. 

In this matter there are 
eties as there are of bowlers, 
not all of them are correct. 
When you take your position at the end 
of the alley, with the ball ready to re- 
liver, the first thing you have to bear in 
mind is that the ball must be delivered im- 
mediately after your third step forward. 
This is one of the rules of the association. 
The effect of this on the position a man 
assumes’ is plain. If he is a right-handed 
bowler his position must be such that at 
the third step he will land with his left 
foot forward, or if he delivers the ball 
with his left hand he should so manage 
that his right leg will be forward. 

The easiest way to insure this result in 
either case is to stand with both feet to- 
gether, prepared to take the first step for- 
ward with your left foot, if you are right- 
handed, or with the right foot if you are 
left-handed.
